Systematically derange the language, for example, write a work consisting only of prepositional 
phrases, or, add a gerundive to every line of an already existing piece of prose or poetry, etc. 


Get a group of words (make a list or select at random); then form these words (only) into a piece 
of writing—whatever the words allow. Let them demand their own form, and/or: Use certain 
words in a set way, like, the same word in every line, or in a certain place in every paragraph, 
etc. Design words. 

Write what cannot be written, for example, compose an index. (Read an index as a poem). 


Attempt writing in a state of mind that seems least congenial. 


Consider word & letter as forms—the concretistic distortion of a text, for example, too many o’s 
or a multiplicity of thin letters (illftiii, etc.) 


Attempt to eliminate all connotation from a piece of writing & vice versa.

Note what happens for a few days, hours, (any space of time that has a limit you set); then look 
for relationships, connections, synchronicities; make something of it (writing). 


Use (take, write in) a strict form and / or try to destroy it, e.g., the sestina. 
Experiment with writing in every person & tense every day. 
Explore possibilities of lists, puzzles, riddles, dictionaries, almanacs for language use. 


Consider (do) memory experiments (sensory) in relation to writing: for example, record all sense 
images that remain from breakfast; study which engage you, escape you. 


Write, taking off from visual projection, whether mental or mechanical, without thought to the 
word (in the ordinary sense, no craft). Write in the movies, etc. 


Make writing experiments over a long period of time: for example, plan how much you will write 
on a particular work (one word?) each day, or, at what time of a particular day (noon?) or week, 


or, add to the work only on holidays, etc. 


Work your ass off to change the language & don't ever get famous.

On "logical semblance"-- The concepts "individual" and "species" egually 
false and merely apparent. "Species" expresses only the fact that an 
abundance of similar creatures appear at the same time and that the 
tempo of their further growth and change is for a long time slowed down, 
so actual small continuations and increases are not very much noticed 
(--a phase of evolution in which the evolution is not visible, so an 
eguilibrium seems to have been attained, making possible the false 
notion that a goal has been attained--and that evolution has a goal--) . 


The form counts as something enduring and therefore more valuable; but 
the form has merely been invented by us; and however often "the same 
form is attained, " it does not mean that it is the same form--what 
appears is always something new, and it is only we, who are always 
comparing, who include the new, to the extent that it is similar to the 

old, in the unity of the "form." As if a type should be attained and, as 

it were, was intended by and inherent in the process of formation. 


Form, species, law, idea, purpose--in all these cases the same error is 
made of giving a false reality to a fiction, as if events were in some 

way obedient to something--an artificial distinction is made in respect 
of events between that which acts and that toward which the act is 
directed (but this "which" and this "toward" are only posited in 
obedience to our metaphysical-logical dogmatism: they are not "facts") . 


One should not understand this compulsion to construct concepts, 
species, forms, purposes, laws ("a world of identical cases") as if they 
enabled us to fix the real world; but as a compulsion to arrange a world 
for ourselves in which our existence is made possible : --we thereby 
create a world which is calculable, simplified, comprehensible, etc., 


for us . 


This same compulsion exists in the sense activities that support 

reason — by simplification, coarsening, emphasizing, and elaborating, 

upon which all "recognition, " all ability to make oneself intelligible 

rests. Our needs have made our senses so precise that the "same apparent 
world" always reappears and has thus acguired the semblance of reality. 


Our subjective compulsion to believe in logic only reveals that, long 
before logic itself entered our consciousness, we did nothing but 
introduce its postulates into events: now we discover them in events—we 
can no longer do otherwise--and imagine that this compulsion guarantees 
something connected with "truth." It is we who created the "thing," the 
"identical thing, " subject, attribute, activity, object, substance, 

form, after we had long pursued the process of making identical, coarse 
and simple. The world seems logical to us because we have made it 
logical .

At the beginning of spring 1777, after the completion of the new Electrophore, everything in my 
little room was still covered with extremely fine resinous dust that had settled, between the 
scraping and the shaving of the instrument's base or stand, on the walls and books. As soon as 
a draft in the air arose, the dust fell, much to my annoyance, on the conducting disc of the 
Electrophore. Often afterwards, when | held the disc suspended from the ceiling of my room, it 
turned out that the dust, as it settled on the base, did not cover it completely, as it previously had 
covered the disc, but only in certain areas. Much to my great joy, it gathered to form little stars, 
dim and pale at first, but as the dust was more abundantly and energetically scattered, there 
were very beautiful and definite figures, not unlike an engraved design. Sometimes there 
appeared almost innumerable stars, milky ways, and great suns. There were arcs, unclear on 
their concave side, but radiant on their convex side. Very glittering little twigs were formed, 
similar to those which frozen moisture produces on glass window panes. There were clouds of 
different shape and shadows that were visible in varying degrees ... But the most pleasing 


sight presented itself to me, when | saw that these figures could not be easily erased, as | tried 
to wipe away the dust with a feather or a rabbit foot. | could not prevent these same figures, 


from shining forth once more, and somehow, more brightly. Therefore | 
placed a piece of black paper smeared with a viscous material on the figures and pressed down 


lightly. | was able to produce imprints of the figures, six of which the Royal Society has seen.

Gellu Naum would build, over time, an entire philosophy of poetry that is in a certain way 
opposed to (or parallels) what he called “poetry as such.” In fact, to “poetry as such” he openly 
declares hostility early on when he loosens “un centaur siluind arborii poemului” (Opere 1: 82) ‘a 
centaur raping the poem’s trees’ (Athanor & Other Pohems 41). In Copacul-animal he revisits 
the topic, specifying, “regret domnule dar eu am alta parere despre pohem” (Opere 1: 282) ‘l 
regret to say, sir, that | have a different opinion about the pohem’ and adds a confession “am 
scris un pohem in care spuneam cu totul altceva dar care exprima exact sufletul si carnea mea 
jignite” (Opere 1: 284) ‘l wrote a pohem in which | said something entirely different but which 
expressed exactly my offended flesh and soul.’ In Calea Searpelui (The Way of the Serpent) he 
advises his future reader “Scoate-ti din cap ca citesti poeme. Aminteste-ti ca iti vorbeam de 
profeti, de oameni liberi, de tine chiar.” ‘Forget that you are reading poems. Remember that | 
told you of prophets, free people, even yourself.’ Poetry — poetry “as such” — is not the goal, 
because “pohemele mi s-au parut totdeauna imbibate cu ceva care nu m-a interesat niciodata’” 
‘pohems always seemed to me saturated with something that never interested me in the 
slightest.’ Poetry — seen as a way of life, as he repeatedly said — is tied to “poetic necessity” not 


“poetry as necessity.”[3] It is not “the literary aspect” (“biet aspect literar’ (Opere 2: 277) ‘poor 
old literary aspect’ as he puts it in Poetizati, poetizati... (Poeticize, poeticize...) that interests 
him, but rather, as mentioned in Zenobia,“baiguiala care imi dizolva inteligenta si cultura ca 
sa-mi deschida alte porti” (Opere 2: 302) ‘the mumbling that dissolves my intelligence and my 
culture in order to open other doors for me’ (Zenobia 25).

In nature there are no negations, no possible transfers of negative force. The presence of 
negative sentences in language would seem to corroborate the logicians’ view that assertion is 
an arbitrary subjective act.We can assert a negation, though nature can not. But here again 
science comes to our aid against the logician: all apparently negative or disruptive movements 
bring into play other positive forces. It requires great effort to annihilate. Therefore we should 
suspect that, if we could follow back the history of all negative particles, we should find that they 
also are sprung from transitive verbs. It is too late to demonstrate such derivations in the Aryan 
languages, the clue has been lost, but in Chinese we can still watch positive verbal conceptions 
passing over into socalled negatives. Thus in Chinese the sign meaning "to be lost in the forest" 
relates to a state of non-existence. English "not" = the Sanskrit na, which may come from the 
root na, to be lost, to perish. 

Lastly comes the infinitive which substitutes for a specific colored verb the universal copula "is," 
followed by a noun or an adjective. We do not say a tree "greens itself," but "the tree is green;" 
not that "monkeys bring forth live young," but that "the monkey is a mammal." This is an ultimate 


weakness of language. It has come from generalizing all intransitive words into one. As "live," 
"see," "walk," "breathe," are generalized into states by dropping their objects, so these weak 
verbs are in turn reduced to the abstractest state of all, namely, bare existence. 

There is in reality no such verb as a pure copula, no such original conception, our very word 
exist means "to stand forth," to show oneself by a definite act. "Is" comes from the Aryan root 
as, to breathe. "Be" is from bhu, to grow. 

In Chinese the chief verb for "is" not only means actively "to have," but shows by its derivation 
that it expresses something even more concrete, namely, "to snatch from the moon with the 
hand." Here the baldest symbol of prosaic analysis is transformed by magic into a splendid flash 
of concrete poetry.

John Cage was not a Fluxus artist, and he had nothing directly to do with the founding of 
Fluxus. But he had one really cool idea that made Fluxus (and most art of every kind after his 
idea) possible. Cage realized that music (he was a composer) was all just sound waves in air. It 
wasn't flutes, or pianos, or violins, or treble clefs and bass clefs, or 4/4 time or 3/4 time. It was 
just waves moving through the atmosphere at frequencies audible to the human ear.

cannot be systematized. it is not a variety of warfare. it is full-spectrum against dominance. it is 
provisional, but not temporary. its givens are uniqueness and change, but it is not a popularity 
contest or a fashion show. it is a radicalized form of democracy, which means it is a kind of 
anarchy, horizontally inclusive against representative hierarchy. it is a proposal for homeopathic 
disaster.
